But ſome 
will fay,the lewes were bound to offer ſpi- 
rituall offerings, for want of performance 
whereof, they are often challenged by the 
Prophets : to wit,that they faſted, but for- 
fooke not their ſinnes: that they kept their 
Sabboth in ſome outward forme,yet tum- 
bled themſelves in ſenſualitic: that they wa- 
ſhad,yet were vncleane: that they arcumci- 
fed;but not the foreskin of their hearts: for 
which cauſe they are reproued asa baſtard 
generation : and that their father was an 
Amorite,and their mother was an Hittite; 
How then groweth the difference betwixt 
Jewiſh and Chriſtian ſacrifices? I anſwere, 
that the Jewes offered ſpirituall offerings, 
but not meerely ſpirituall. For as the Goſ- 
* pelfſucceeding the prophecies, both wer the 
ſame doArine, but that was clearely delive- 
red by Chrift, which was miſticatly and 
darkly declared by the Prophets. So the 
ſpiritual] worſhip commaunded in the goſ- 
pell did ſ{ucceede that which was in nh 
th the ſame worſhip but diſburdened of 
thoſe rites and ceremonies in the Goſpell, 
wherewith it was loadened in the Jaw. - 
or

for example: They might offer the ſacrifice 
of prayer in all places lawfully, yet at ſome 
ſeuerall times they muſt reſort to Ieruſalemz 
Therefore when Daniel could not worſhip 
there, he opened his windowes towards Ie- 
ruſalem when hee praycd.. Therefore the 
faithfull wept by the riwers of Babell, ſay- 
ing : how ſhall wee ſing the Lords ſong in a 
ſtrange land; therefore the Prophet Dauid 
oweth as it were loue ficke with the Tas 
rnacles of God, and in vehement defire 
in comming to his Courts and Altars. 
Heere wee learne to worſhip God as 
Paul did, who ſerued him in ſpirit, and as 
Saint Perer ſpeaketh,to ſanRtifie the Lord 
in our hearts. And truely whoſoeuer wor- 
ſhippeth God, without Faith and Repen- 
raunce,his religion is a meere fition of the 


braine : it is but the painting of an harlots _ _ 


the whiting of aſepulcher,8 the botching 
of a ruinous building,the which will not a- 
bide the tryall: to cleanſe hand & foote, & 
all that is outward, is but the Phariſies pu- 
rifying,or meere ciuillizing:whoſoeuer ate 
taineth not to this, that is, to ſanAifie the in» 
ward parts,and to ſet their thoughts a part 
vato Godz their holineſle is but counters 
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fait, and their religion in vaine. And thus 

ou (ee, that if you purpoſe to ſerue for ſo 
holy an vſe, as to be a ſacrifice vnto God, 
you muſt not bee for when and what you 
liſt, this he ſhall have,and this he ſhall not 
have, but all that is within you,and without 
you, mult bce taken vp to ſerue the Lord 
withall.

Againe as before we haue feene the dif. 

ference betwixt Tudaiſme and Chriſtianity, 
fa from hence wee learne out of what forge 

opiſh worſhip s coyned, which is ſo - 
bo berninble or ſpirituall ſeruin 
of God-ſpoken of by the Apoſtle, that it 
ſands altogether in bepgerly rites and cere- 
monies which that ſame whore of Babilon

commer. For wherein confiſteth their relj- 
gion, but in ſhaving of crownes;in painting 
of Images, in burmung of incenſe, in light- 
ing and ſetting vp of tapers, int hallowin 
of aſhes,of water, of bowes, and of bread,” 
mn chriſtening of bels, in carrying of 'ban«.

itprofiteth very ſpecially, indifferently,and

me, though they bee not there: Indiffe-

workes,but commutenill as their princtpallz 
when men are found carefu]l in concealing 
of vices, but careleſle in attaining to ver- 
tuesz when men deſire to bee as Lazar 
when they are dead, and yet ſpend their 
daics like Dies whileſt they are aliue : then 
itis a ſure thine, that thy ſcience and facri- 


ficing to God is abhominable in his eyes, 
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when thou doeſt nothing but that which 
: thou-muſt doc. T herefore the word, follow, 


in the Scriptures hath the rayles and payles 
2ppoynted of God, the which when thou 
haſt once patled,thow'art no longer in gods, 
but in the worlds faſhion. Draw me,ſayth 
the ſpouſe,and we will runne after thee,fol- 
low the bridegrome of your ſoules, for he 
is the way, the truth and the life. But follow 
the friend of the bridegrome with 1udge- 
ment, and limitation. Be followers of mee, 
cuenas Iam of Chriſt: and againe, to the 
Phillipians,Brethren,bee you followers of me, 
aud looke on them,which walk as you hae vs 
tor an enſample. And again,to the Hebrewes, 
'Remember them that haue the oner ſight of 
you, which haue declared to you the word of 
God : whoſe Faith follow, conſidering what 
hath been the end of their connerſation. T hele 
exhortations ſhould be carefully obſerued, 
where the limitation of following is pre- 
ſcribed. For as the wiſeman ſaith, it is the 
propertie of a foole to follow vniuerſallic 
that, whatſocuer hee ſeeth others doe, hee 
mult needs doc the ſame. Such fooles were 
they whom the Lordreproueth by the Pro- 


Fae 30-18. phct Ezechielltor following the Lawes and 


righte- 
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righteouſnes of their fathers: for they were 
but baſtard fathers, as Stephen tels them, 
you hane alwayes reſiſted the Holy Ghoſt as 
10ur fathers did. And againe,be not a ſtou- 
bourne and froward generation,as your fa» 
thers were. 


And heere ſce the madneſle of the pa- 


piſts,whoſe Religion is founded vpon ſup- x4c matees 
poſition, whoſe blinde zeale and good picks. 


meanings as they call them, when wee Galuations fs

plainely controule by the holy ſcriptures, thers oua 
then they ſtorme and rage and fret like **% 


wilde Boares: then it was ſo beefore you 
were borne, our fathers taught vs fo, it is 
the order of our holy mother the church:Tt 
hath beneſo of ould,& then it was a good 
world, for when wee ſerved the Queene of 
heauen,we then were full gorged, and had --- 
reat plenty, bellies were $9... filled, and 
acks better cloathed.

And ſurely ſuch 1s the nature of 
man, euery one is giuen to follow a multi- 
tude,zoing after the drove, like the beaſts of 
the field, whereas the cliilde of God muſt be 
contented to dwell alone as Melchiſadech 3th 148 
amoneſt the Cananits : or as /ob amongſt lov-tr. * 
the Huſcits:yea to ſuffer deſpite as Henoch *4 
did amongſt that generation : or diſcredit 
as Lot 4d amonglt the Sodomits: or con- Geneluy90 
tempt as Elzas did in his time. ;

thineſſe, being fallen from her originall 
rightcouſneſſe, now whether the minde of F.. 
man bee not a dungion of darkeneſle, bee bi 


fore it be lightcncd, and his heart whether.

It then followeth,that 
his minde muſt be chaunged, before the'ſa- 
crifice can bee accepted, in which chaunge 
we may profitably obſcrue theſe ſix things:

hard a thing it 1s: thirdly,the reaſons of this 
chaunge, though the difficulty bee great : 
fourthly,the true and demonſtratiue tokens 
of a renued minde:fiftly,the continuance of 
it; andlaſtly,whether 1t be in mans power 
or no. 

As the heart of man is altogether euill, 
ſo there muſt be an whole change and re- 
nouation : It muſt not bee peeced and 
patched like a beggars cloake, but a new 
heart muſt bee created. It muſt bee dealt 
withall as the plague of leprofie,the which 
when the Prieſt ſaw to be cleane, yet ſhould 
1t not be deemed fo, vntill it were waſhed 
the ſecond time : the which muſt teach vs, 


tn purifiyng of the heart, to proceed from

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waſhing with ſope, to cleanſing of it with 
fullers earth. For it is not an halfe ſcowring 
or acleanſing from two or three finnes, but 
this change importeth a cleane waſhing in 
truth and ſincerity, although it cannot bce 
in fulneſle and perfetion, becauſe of hu- 
mane frailty.

or blaſpemy in their tongues, or notorious i 
ſinnes 1n their hands, but how few becauſe þ. 4 
of conſcience, deteſt the ſmooky ſtreames 
of an ynregenerate mind, and the ſtinck- 4 
ing euaporations which aſcend out of a fil- it 
thy heart, that is to ſay, how many ſeeme 
carefull to ſtop the grolle {innes, but how 
few endeauour todamme vp the fountaine: 
how many are bufic about the outward 
Gil _* woike |; 
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worke of Proteltancy, but idle and negli. 


gent about the ſpirituall and confcionable 
performance of the ſame.

1t were a participation of the diuine nature, 
which is 1infinit. Againe in our farſt creation 
nothing wi:hltood the wildome and pow- 
er of the creator,but in our reparation, our 
{inne withſtandeth him as much as 1t 1s 
poſsible,as Saint Steuer tould the Jewes, a7: 
they reſiſted the holy ghoſt, 

Againe the heart of an vnregenerate 
man 15 compared toa ſtone,and to a rock, 
nay looke how hard a thing it 1s to turne 
a {tone into fleſh, or to draw water out of 
the rock, ſo hard a thing 1s it to chaunge 
the minde,and to make of an cull a good 
man. Againe, the work of regeneration 15 | 
a taming of the wiidelt beaſts 1n the world, F 
as to make the wolte divel with the Lamb, 
the Leopard with the Kid, avd the L'on 
with the Calfe : who would not wonder at 
this? And why then doc wen cealc to mats 
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nell atthe conuerfion of a {inner . Nay to 
ſhew the greatneſle of the grace of God in 
the conuerſion of ſinners, beaſts are ſayde 
to bee turned into men : For what elſe 1m- 
plyeth the viſion, ſhewed to Saint Peter, 
when hee ſaw Heauen opened,and a cer- 
taine veſlell comming downe vnto him, as 
it had benea great ſheete knit at the foure 
corners, and let downe to the carth, wher- 
in were all manner of foure footed beaſts 
of the carth,and wilde beaſtes,and creeping 
things,and foules of the heauens:what were 
theſe beaſts,but as Saint Peter expounds 
the viſion, Gentiles, who as our Sauiour 
tould the Cananitiſh woman,were no bet- 
ter then dogs, I will ſpeake it to the ſhame 
of all fleſh, no dogs are fo curriſh, no hogs 
are ſo ſiviniſh,no Lyons ſo cruell, no Leo- 
pards are fo fierce, no Wolves are ſo raue- 
nous as man is againſt man: for if one beaſt 
doe kill and eatc an other, wee hould it a 
prodigious thing and againſt nature : Ly- 
ons are cruell, but how ſeldome is it found 
that one Lion bids battaile againſt an o- 
ther: Woluesare deuourers, but in what 
race of Wolues finde ye Carribyes and 
Canniballs : but amongſt men how many 


thous 
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thouſands be there,that live by deuowring 
mens quick and live fleſh?I ſpeake of ſuch 
Canniballs as without due reſpe@ of the 
poo'e,pull downe townes, turne tillage to 
paſture,take away mens liuings by coulour 
of law, as eAchab did Naboths Vineyard, 
wake large demaines,and ſpoile all a thou- 
{and furlongs beefore them, that they ma 

haue elbow roome,and the Diucl and all. 

Furthermore, to ſhew how hard a matter 
it 1s to \work vpon the minde of man,the 
word of the Lord which is the ordinary in- 
ſtrument to bring this chaunge to paſle,is 


compared to a two edged Sword, to cut,to Heb4-- 


cleaue 1t,and duwuide it, and if a ſword wall

fire will not diſfolue nor do any good, then 
toan hammer to beate and bruſeit to pou- 
der, all which reſemblances of the word, 
lively expreſſe the moſt horrible corrup-

kednefle of his will, the frowardnefle of 
his affe&ions, and the peruerſneſle of his 
Judgement. |

matly there be which not being obſlinate 
at the fiſt, yeelding at the laſt without re- 
{i{tance ro the firſt motions of concupiſ- 
cence,grow obdurate & paſt allfeehng:& 
as inbodily diſcaſes wee know them to be 
lefſe curable that f:ele not their fickneſle, 
and in phrenſtc chem to bee molt fi antick, 
which lealt diſcerne themſelucs to be brain - 
{ick, even ſo that ſoule 15 moſt Jikely to be 
lick vnto death,& furdeſt from this change, 
that the Apoltle ſpeaketh of in this place, 
thats accuttomed to ſwallow downe {inne 
without contradi&ion, inſomuch as if all 
the divels in hell doe with a man a curſe, 
this is it, that he would thrwe 1n (inne, for 
they know that to work a change in ſuch a 
ſinner, 1s to waſh an Ethiopian white:they 
that are beſt acquainted with their owne 
harts,know the truth of this by experience. 

Againe, wee learne heere how far the 
ercatelt number of vs are from the prac- 
tiſc and power of true religion : For if men 
come to the church for cuſtome and faſhi- 
on, vvithout any preparation or regard

xa\tituted,if they haue a Pater yoſter, ſlick- 
mg betwixt their teeth, though they neuer 
knew what it was to pray with trauaile of 
the heart,and feruencie of the ſpirit: O be- 
hold a vvorthie vvork atchwed, bechold a 
Proteſtant in follio. | 

T his is good Religion, yea thisis Court 
duinity,and Conntry divinity, thispolitcy 
thruſteth piety to the walles,the world pre- 
uailes againſt the word,religion 15 made to 
ſerue mens turnes,and to ſatishe their luſts: 
Thus whileſt men are aſhamed to be coun- 
ted fooliſhly preciſe,they ate not aſhamed 
to haue their falthynes in ther skirts,that is, 
to ſhew themlelves groſely prophane. T he 
Papiſts chaunged Religion into ſuperſtiti- 
on,and we haue chaunged itinto preſump- 
| tionzthey turned Gods feruice into worthip 
of wood and ſtones, wee haue renounced 
their mawmets,and miſhapen puppits, and 
yet doe adore C ouctoulncile , Oppreſ- w 
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bee ſpiritually chaunged, Firſt, the Lord 
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CamallPro- jon, Pride, Belly-cheare,and Drunckennes, 


with ſuch Ike goddeſles : in a word, many 
are well contented to renounce the Pope, 
that never men to put vpon them TIeſus 
Chriſt. But heare mee thou time-ſerving 
Proteſtant, what I will ſay in the meſlage 
of the Lord, though thou wert waſhed 
withall the water in the Sea, though thou 
readeſt divine ſcriptures till thine etes grow 
dim with gazing,though thou heareſt and 
vnderſtandeſt much wiſdome by preaching 
of the word, though thou dwelleſt in the 
middelt of the Sancuary,though thou ſay 
thou art a Proteſtant,forſwerelt the Pope,

Thethird note of a renewed ſpirit is,an 


taine, and burnt the golden calle,and

holy anger and zeale againſt impietie, and ur. 


vngodlineſſe, ſuch as was the anger of Aſ0- ney» bindis 
yan 
ſes, whe he came downe fromthe Moun- ger againd 
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mannded the Leuites to ſheath their ſwords 
in the bowcls of their neareſt kinſemen : of 
2 Kirg.19.1e, Elzas, who ſaid that he was earneſtly Zea- 
lous for the breach of Gods coucnant : of 
Phinees,who for zealc of Gods glory ſtabd 
with his ponyard a blind Iew,and a thame- 
leſſe gentile : of Part, who was hotly in- 
cenſed againſt the talſe Prophets : and of 
Chritt,who condemned the hipocrifie and 
wicked traditions of the Phariles, whipped 
the byers and ſcilers out of the temple,&c. 
Here then 1s the chriſtian courage of a man- 
ly countenance,wvhen anger is brought in- 
to his right courſe, when for Gods cauſe it 
teares not the face of the mighty, neyther 
15 daunted at the proud lookes of the lofty, 
according to the example of ob, whoſe 
couragein Godlineſle made the yong men 
* aſhamed of their libertie, and the Princes 
to {tay their talke, and to Jay their hands 
vpon their mouthes. 

Thus when naturall heat of burning an- 
ger for perſonall wronges, is turned into 
the zeale of fire for Gods cauſe, and the 

True zeale, ſaiuation of our brethren: when the zeale 
of the fleſh, of the world, of ſuperſtition, 
and falſe religion, is turned into OO 
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of the ſpirit, for the puritie and ſimplicitie 
of the Goſpel],”there 1s an infallible figne 
of the ſoules reſtauration 1nto the Nate of 
grace, and of her high way to happineſle 
into the kingdome ot glorie. | 

T his ſhould teach men as they would 
deſire to hauec the earneſt and aſſurance of 
their ſaluation, to labour to bee more zea- 
lous and feruent in the ſpirit than they haue rom.r.rs. 
beene. Yee Miniſters of the Goſpell re- +1. ac; os 
member /[eremeas example,who dates Minittets, . - 
faw'the word of the Lord was contemned, 
and being heauy in his heart, began to rea- 
ſolue topreach no more, yet the word with- 
in him was like a burning fire,and it burſt 
out in zeale for the Lord of hoſts. Remem. 
ber that the holy Ghoſt which kindleth this 
flamein his ſeruants,is called fire: that the 
ſpirit deſcended vpon the Apoltles in fie- ja, 
ry tongues. Remember that eppolo his 
prayſerecorded in the Goſpell, is that hee 
was of a feruent ſpirit. Remember Pawle 
exhortation to Twmerhze,(tir vp the grace 
of God which is in thee : which 1s moſt ne- J 
ceſſary where the zealous care of Preach- 4 


ing is choaked by ambitious deſire of al- 
piring : where the wich an o-

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num eff eſſe hic,Maſter tis good to be heere, 
and Sathans large|profers, Ommia hec ribs 
dabo, all theſe will 1 giue thee, haue beate 
downe theſe caſtles and ſtrong towers, that 
ſometime ſecmed vnconquerable,and hath 
{triken the ſtars ftom heaven to earth,put- 
ing quite out the light of the ſpirit, that 
ſometime clearely ſhined, and quenching 
the zZeale that according to outward appe- 
rance feruently burned. 

Magiſtrates likewiſe that haue auQort- 
tie either zn Church or common wealth, 
ſhould labour to gather good teſtimonics 
of their regeneration, by that zeale which 
they ſhow for the benell of the reſpublick, 
and the Church of God. They ought to 
be mouthes to ſpeake for the Church and 
Gods people,as Moyſes was vnto Pharas: 
they ought to defend the good cauſe of 
Gods Church as 7epheah did againſt the 
Amonites, firſt in diſputation: by wordes, 
and after in battaile with the ſword. They 
ſhould maintaine holy religion and incou- 
rage the people not to fall away from God 
in their greateſt peril, as the good King 
Hezekia did when he received the blaſphe- 


againſt 
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againſt his God, his temple and his peo- 
ple. They ought as Phynees did when hee 
ſaw whoredome and wickedneſſe aboun- 
ded, to take the ſword into their hand.and 
to execute Iudgement, vpon the maletac- 
tours. T |1s ſhould bee 11 deed, but if wee 
Jooke to the practiſe, then ſhall it be found 
that the baſeſt lives many t1mes are 1n the 
_ roomes, and that not zeale & ma- 
giltracie,but 1mpiectie and aucthoritie haue 
kifled each other,inſomuch as hie callings, 
places,and preferments, are beſtowed many 
times where there 1s leaſt merite,as /exobo- 
am beltowed the office of the Prieſts vp- 
on the baſcſt of the people. God of his in- 
finite mercie ſanRihe your Zeale,that you 
may be ſeruants for the Lord of holts ſake: 
For ths is certaine,that if you haue not the 
zeale of the ſpirit, you ſhall have the zeale 
_ of thefleſh. It the zeale of GOD and his 
word doe not enflame you,the zeale of the 
world and her works will conſume you: & 
if you will not in Zeale to Gods glory for- 
goe earthly and tranfitory treaſures,then in 
zeale which you haue to your profits and 
pleaſures, (by the wſt wwdgement of God) 
you {hall looſe the loue of God,the ftauour 
H.mj. 
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of the godly, and forfeit your owne ſoules 
in cuerlaſting perdition. 

T he fourth f1igneof a new man is ſtaied- 
neſle in luſting, or covering. Before the 
fall of e44amthe concupiſcence of any na- 
ture was naturall & neceſlarie,hke as other 
aftetions were, but after our farſt parents 
were {cduced, & had talted of the Serpents 
poiſon, the ſtrength of concupiſence was 
depraucd in our hearts : whereby it com- 
meth topaſſe that over-reaching the limits 
of nature and necelvitie,%it either extendeth 
it ſelfe to things that are vnlawtfull,or elſe in 
things lawfull,it ſhoweth it ſelfe to bee cx- 
ceſsie and immoderate. | 

So then brethren,a certaine notCof our 
ſpirituall change 1s, when Staidneſle begin- 
neth to bee wrought in our defires: when 
this our natiue corruption, of coueting and 
luſting beginneth more and more to be re- 
formed: when the ſpirit in luſting prevay- 
leth againſt the fleſh : when we couet after 
the more excellent guifts : when with Da- 
#i4 we deſire the knowledge of Gods-com- 
maundements : when according tothe ex- 
hortation made by Saint Peter, wee defire 
the ſincere mulke of the word, to grow by 

it 
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it. But alas if we examine the regeneration $;,nes.c 
of men by this tryall, wee ſhall finde that v5egenerate 


their countenaunces, which ſhould bee lift 
yP to heauen,are ca{t down like the graines 
of ſwine'to the earth, as if God had given 
them ſceptures to play the dizhards withall, 
or tripled maces to rake doungils withall. 
For whereunto doe men giue themfelues 
from morning to euening, but to the loue 
and luſt ofthis world, being content (as it 
appeareth by their praRiſe, ) to ſell Para- 
diſe for a licourousmorſell. One clinges to 
his money, another cleaves to his whore, a 
thid 15 choaked with ambition: the loue 
and deſire of profit and gaine,pleaſure and 
delight,honour, and preferment hath ſo cx- 
tinguiſhed the loue of heauenly things. Iam 
thine ſayeth the Pſalmiſt, O faue mee be- 
cauſe 1] haue ſought thy rightcouſneſle. 
None-can with comfort vtter this, but hee 
that cleayes vnto the Lord with alF bis hart, 
not the grinding grubber,who lurcheth the 

oore and needy as hee liſteth, becauſe he 
Path power in his hand, for to him couc- 
touſneſle ſaith,thou art mine:not the proud 
and vaine glorious, for to hum ms 475 
Gith thou art mine:not he which thinks of 
H ' {M0245 ” 
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nothing elſc,but ſatisfhyng his bodily plea- 
ſures, - to him the fieth ſayeth,thou art 


mine. To conclude, if the fleſh challenge 


them,which fulfill the luſts of the fleſh,and 
the world them which bee louers of the 
world,then be ſure that the Dinell will not 
looſe his owne, for want of challenge, for 
they that haue their portion in carthly 
things, as they are ſubics to ſinue, ſo are 
they a pray vnto Sathan. And thus far of the 
foure Fiicte markes ofa renewed mind,now 
it followeth,concerning the continuance of 
this change. 

As in our naturall generation wee arc 
found dead in our ſinnes and treſpaſles,tor 
the minde 1s darkened, the vnderſtanding 
15 vnhatto receive the things that are of God: 
the wdgement 15 oppoſed againſt the di- 
uine truth, the will 35 led captive to worldly 
luſts, ſo by the ſpirit of God we are rebe- 
gotten, and 7 not ſo that-wee preſcaitlie 
grow to perfection, but asit were by cer- 
taine moments, the ſcales of darkeneſle fall 
from our eyes,and our affeRions are repai- 
red : orelfe all ſuch <xhortations were in 
vaine, wherein wee are cxhorted to new in- 
creaſes of Faith. The which alſo wee are 

taught 
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taught in the perſon of him,who beſeeched ruxe.cy.s; 
the Lord to increaſe his Faith: and by the 
Apoſtle, when hee ſayth, that Chriſt muſt 
grow vp to a full age in vs. The difference x cc... 
of grouth the Apoſtle ſhoweth, that wee 
mult fyſt be fed with milke and then with , co... 
ſtronger meate. 
This ought to teach vs to encreaſe more 

and more 1n good things, working the jour- 
ney of the righteous, which from Faith to p1yy,,.c;. 
Faith, from Vertue to V ertue, forgetting 
that which is behinde, and indevoring our 
 ſelues towards that which 1s before:Godli- 
neſle is a fight, there may bee.no retiring ; 
godlineſle is a race, there may be: no ſtan- 
ding : zodlineſle 15a tourney, there may be 
no Hori If men go not through ſtitch peu.s.,. 
in religion, when they haue begun to make , 
profeſsion of it, they affÞ& thar ſoules in 
' vaine:what ſhall it profit a manto begin to 

fight and to yeald, before he ſeaze vpon the Reue1y.s, 
ſpoile: to runne,and-not to obtayne: to dig * Cor9u4- 
"A the goulden mync,and to faint becfore 
hee Fade it? The reward is infinit : and 
therefore the ſeruicemuſt not be for pangs 
and fits: or like a compoſition made for a | 
few dayes, but wee mult ſerue in holineſle rue | 
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and righteouſneſle,cuen all the dayes of our 

lives. To them which continue in well do- 

ing,glory, honour,immortalitie, and euerla- 

{ting lyte : Agorippa his ſomewhat would - 

ars26.:3. Not ſerue the tourne, Saint Pau! would 
haueit altogether. The Lord would have 

Leuit-224 all, that not ſo much as the tayle of this ſa- 
crifice was wanting; 

T his teacheth vs that without continu- 
ance in ſ{an&ification, all our vertues hauec 
loſt their due praiſes, what ſhall it profat vs 

Math.r3.2z. for a time to belecuc, and intime of tryall 
to forſake the Lord : to loue, and then to 

Reuelzs, fForſake our firſt Jouc : to haue the name 
ps of God mn:our foreheads,and then to denie

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through the word which I haue ſpoken yn- 
ro you : the ſpirit quickeneth and giueth 
life, but the word is the breath of the holy 
Ghoſt. T he ſpirit waſheth and purgeth,or 
elſe we remaine defiled withall manner of 
yncleanneſle, but the word of the Lord is 
as a pure fountaine of water, wherewith we 
are rinſed and ſcoured, The ſpirit makes 
vs to bud and bloſlome, and bring foorth 
fruite : but the word is the incurrupti- 
ble ſeede of our new birth. The ſpirit of 
God is as fire whereby we are purified : 

but the word 1s, as oyle which miniſtreth 

matter to that fire. And as the fire hath 

one matter or other to maintaine 1t, or elſe 

it goeth out,ſo the graces of the ſpirit muſt 

be continued and increaſed by the miniſte- 
rie and preaching of the word of God, or 
elſe they die and decay. 

T his plainely diſcouereth the miſerable 
eſtate of all ſuch as vainely promiſe to 
them(elues an inheritance in the kingdome 
of glory,and yet ſet not one gally haltepeny 
by the miniſtry of the Goſpell, in the 
kingdome of grace, which is that golden 
pipe where through all the promiſes m 


Chriſt,all ſpirituall gracc, yeathe whole 
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heritance of the Saints,is conuayed vnto vs: 
for if Faith commeth by hearing the word 
Yreached, then it followeth,no Preaching 
no Faith,no Faith no Chriſt, no Chriſt,no 
redemption nor hope of ſaluation, but per- 
pctuall abiding vnder the moſt terrible 
curſe and maledi&ion of God. 

Who 1s hee then, whole heart is truely 
{mitten with compalsion towards GO DS 
Church, that without mourning & lamen- 
tation beehoulds the poore ſheepe wande- 
ring without ſheaperds,on the mountaines, 
and in the wilderneſle, readie to be deuou- 
red of the Wolfe, that is to be carried cap- 
tines to hell fire,of fhnne and of Sathan, or 
ſach to hue of the alter,as live from the al- 
ter : whoſe cndeuour 1s nothing elſe but to 
fcede their owne luſts, and to enrich them- 
ſclues with the ſpolles of the church. And 
ye people that periſh for lack of faithfull 
ſcers,& beſt content your ſelues with ſuch 
blinde workmen, as neither bring { kilfull 
hands,nor tempered morter to the bulding 
vp of 'your conſciences in {Chriſt fTeſus : 
weepe and howle at the conſideration of 
the ſtate wherein you ſtand : For if your 
hcIds were fruitleſſe, or burnt tothe ground 
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with parching heate:If your pleaſant mea- 
 dowes were made like vnto the paued al- 


lies, and your fatteſt paſtures (o conſumed 
with a curſle,as that they would not yeld a 


ſpire of graſle towards the maintenance of 
your thouſands of ſheepe and cattell . If 


your ſumptuous buildings were made as 
r11nous as your pooreſt cottages, and your 
10pulous citties as hideous as the molt de- 
ſolate deſarts : If the carkaſes of your dee- 
reſt companions were pined with corporal 
famine, and made as it were a path in the 
ſtreetes to tread vpon : If your wiues in 
your boſomes were ſmitten with leproſies, 
carbuncles,or plague ſores,in their bodies : 
If your firſt begotten the ſtrength of your 
loynes,and hopes of your ages,did wallow 
in their bloud beefore your faces, yet were 
not a!l theſe ſuch matter of woe and lamen- 
tation,as to behould the heards to pine a- 
way,and the blinde ſoules of men _ Car- 
ried headlong to the hells, to ſee the Lords 
Vineyards, for want of husbanding and 


dreſsing,to lyc ouergrowen with briars and 


brambles,like the field of the ſluggard, or j 


ſome barbarian wilderneſle, to nouk 
your owne houſes ſumpteouliy Dung 
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cunningly compacted , artificially ſeeled, 
gloriouſly furnithed, and yet your ſelues, 
who ſhould bee the temples of the holy 
Ghoſt, to be like dunghills,plaunches,and 
ſ{winelttes. Well may you feede your owne 
humours with your vanithing 1oyes,and ſo- 
lace your {elues with the comfort of priſo- 
ners, which 1s of ſmall dvurance, but he that 
hath a ſound taſte of heaucnly comfort 
prepared for thoſe that Joue the Lord,re- 
eardeth the things that are vnder the Sun, 
but as temporall and tranſitory. 


That you may proone what is the good 
will of God, Cc. 
T his 15 the ende of our renounation, 
wherein wee muſt conſider two things :
